Irt making for comfort and security, the unclosing Wails 
are ail- important. So. In planning your home do not put nil 
the stress on the floor arrangement. No mutter if you arc 
building with no intention of selling, do not make the house 
freakish, as .*11 lability should always be considered. Ymi 
aren't going to build very often in your lifetime so consider 
the materials to be used.
